7:14pm - Call to Order 

Ken Tavares, Chairman of the Board, called the meeting to order at 7:14 p.m. and led the 
Pledge of Allegiance.

7:15pm - Public Comment 

Kevin Lynch, Town Meeting Member from Precinct 13, came to the podium to address a 
letter that he sent to the Board of Selectmen requesting information on how and who will be 
paying for the $48,000,000 sewer repairs. He said he was disappointed that he had not 
received a response to date. 

Melissa Arrighi, Town Manager, said that as it’s been stated many times before, it’s too early 
and difficult to know the answer to that question without having the final cost of the project. 
Ms. Arrighi added that there are a lot of variables that go into that decision and it’s 
something that we just can’t predict at this point. 

Kevin Lynch told her he doesn’t think that is a response that he can give his constituents. 

This request is was made months and months after the $48,000,000 was voted on and 
approved at Town Meeting. Mr. Lynch said he would like some options, plan A, B, C, D, and 
so on if the rate-payers pay a certain percentage and the tax-payers pay a certain percentage. 
He said he has constant inquiries from constituents and he said they deserve an answer. 

Ken Tavares, Chairman of the Board, told Mr. Lynch that at Town Meeting we said that once 
the repairs are complete and the final cost is available we would discuss it with Department 
Heads and Town Officials to come up with a final plan. We’ve had many Sewer Repair 
Updates given by our DPW Director and have given all of the info that there is. 
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Kevin Lynch asked firmly if they could just come up with something simple to show people, 
like if the rate-payers payed for 100% or 90% or 80%, and so on. He said he’s continually 
frustrated by the lack of response, it’s not rocket science. 

Shelagh Joyce, Selectman, addressed Mr. Lynch and told him that when she’s been asked she 
does some quick math by taking the $48,000,000 and dividing by the 3000 rate-payers to 
come up with examples. 

Kevin Lynch then told Ms. Joyce to do the math and that he shouldn’t have to do it. He said 
you are the Executive Board so you come up with these plans. Tax payers want a concrete 
answer now. So how does anyone get answers from the Board of Selectmen? 

Anthony Provenzano Jr, Vice Chairman, told Mr. Lynch that he should come to the meetings 
when we get our sewer updates and added that it’s our policy not to respond to Public 
Comment. Mr. Provenzano said that Public Comment is for the public to bring new issues to 
the Board, but it’s the Board’s Policy to only answer and discuss specific items that are on 
the Agenda. He advised Mr. Lynch to come back when the sewer rates are on the Agenda. 

John Mahoney, Selectman, told Mr. Lynch that we all had your letter in hand last week 
because we expected you to be there but you weren’t. We have emails and cell phones that 
you can reach out to us for answers and comments. 

Kevin Lynch told Selectman Mahoney that he will not respond to emails and that he wants 
answers face to face. 

Everett Malaguti, Town Meeting Member from Precinct 1, came up next and wanted to 
address Kevin Lynch’s request. He informed Mr. Lynch that months ago at the Selectmen’s 
Meeting where they set the sewer rates, Lynne Barrett, Plymouth’s Finance Director, put 
together a lengthy presentation showing what the different scenarios would be if rate-payers 
paid for 100%, 75% or 50% of the sewer repair and that he believed this infonnation was on 
the Town’s website. 

Mr. Malaguti then wanted to address the situation that occurred last Friday where the Tree 
Lighting and the Winter Lights Road Race took place at the same time. Traffic and parking 
were difficult and he said he would like to see if we could plan these things out better as well 
as alert the general public of these events. 

Melissa Arrighi said that she would definitely look into that for him. 


7:30PM - EMERA PRESENTATION 

Robin McAdam, Vice President of Emera based in Halifax, came up and introduced his 
colleagues that were with him tonight as Gerald Weseen and Jen Gorke. Mr. McAdam then 
thanked the Town and the Board for allowing them to come in tonight and give their 
presentation on what they can offer the Town of Plymouth. 

He began his presentation by giving an overview of Emera and where their locations were, 
who they served as well as who some of their partners were with the Atlantic Link, such as 
NB Power and NextEra Energy. 

Mr. McAdam then showed a slide of some of the proposed transmission projects throughout 
New England, and began the presentation on how the Atlantic Link would compare to them. 
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After giving a brief description on how the cable would be installed Mr. McAdam described 
the key points to Atlantic Link as follows: 

• 900 Megawatt (HDVC) High Voltage Direct Current 

• Project Partners are Emera, NextEra Energy and NB Power 

• 95% of the route is under water (fewer splices, easier construction, lower cost) 

• Under water route reduces land-owner impacts 

• Cost-effective Energy would come from hydro-power and wind-power 

Gerald Weseen then came up to discuss how the Atlantic Link would affect and benefit the 
Plymouth community. He started by talking about the location of the substation and 
converter, which would need to be at least 12 acres but preferably up to 20 acres. The site 
they are looking into is the Entergy land, where existing electrical infrastructure could be 
used but added there are other options if that did not work out. Mr. Weseen also said there 
would be tax revenue for the Town of Plymouth as well as economic activity during the two 
or three year construction. 

Chairman Tavares thanked them for coming in to present their ideas to the Board tonight. He 
also said that the Board, Town Manager, and Department Directors are always available for 
them should they have any questions or need anything else. Mr. Tavares then opened the 
questions up for the Board. 

Sean Page asked what kind of agreement they have with their facility in Maine, to which Mr. 
McAdam said he believes it’s around $2,000,000 but he could confirm that later. 

Selectman Page then asked with the converter and substation that they are proposing for 
Plymouth, how many jobs would be generated. 

Melissa Arrighi replied to Mr. Page by saying only a couple. These substations take very 
little manpower to operate. 

Lastly, Selectman Page asked them once they go to bid would they bid this work out to local 
contractors, to which Mr. McAdam said yes, often times the most reasonable prices come 
from local businesses. 

Selectman Mahoney thanked them and said this would be a good option for the community 
to backfill our loss, and then asked if Muskrat Falls was a hydro-system, to which Gerald 
Weseen said yes it was. 

Mr. Mahoney said in a perfect world we would get the greenlight from Entergy but is there a 
backup plan in the works just in case the Entergy land won’t be available to them. 

Melissa Arrighi told Mr. Mahoney that staff has been looking into sites that would provide 
the acreage for what would be needed. 

Anthony Provenzano Jr, Vice Chainnan, said that there was a list of energy providers to 
choose from, and then asked how would you make your decision. 

Robin McAdam replied by saying the decision would be made in 2017 and that there they 
may award more than one provider. 

Selectman Joyce asked if there were any other potential locations in Massachusetts and asked 
if he could share that information. 
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Mr. Ireland said that there is potentially a location near the Mystic Plant and the cable would 
come ashore near Lynn, Massachusetts and added that they would be assessing both options 
in June. He did say that Plymouth has the immediate benefit of less congestion. 

Selectman Joyce then asked when they lay the cable are there plans to run a redundant cable, 
to which Mr. McAdam said yes, there would be two cables and if one of them fails we would 
be able to move some power through the other cable. 

And lastly, Ms. Joyce asked if they had worked with Entergy in the past or had any kind of a 
relationship with them, to which Mr. McAdam said yes, they have a relationship with 
Entergy but added that they have a complicated life right now so it’s difficult to tell how that 
relationship will fit into this equation. 

Chairman Tavares thanked them for coming in and presenting to the Board and the public. 

He reiterated that the Board of Selectman, Town Manager, and Staff were available to them 
for discussions or questions.
